TH E MONROE DOCTRINE 
M ark T w ain said th at w hile th e re had been a great deal of 
talk about the w eather, as fa r a s he could see n othin g had 
been don e about it. 
T here has been a good deal of discussion about the Mon roe 
D octrin e here, in Europe an d in South A m erica, but m ost people 
do n ot seem to kn ow w hat they are talkin g about. 
They elevate 
this doctrin e in to a sort of A m erican im perialistic bogey . 
It Is 
n othin g but a sim ple statem en t of U n ited S tates policy . 
E very law an d n ation al decree m ust be qualified by the time 
a t which, an d the circum stan ces un der which, it was m ade. 
At 
the tim e w hen the U n ited S tates w as on e of the few republics of 
the world, an d m ost E uropean n ation s were am bitious kin gdoms, 
P residen t M on roe stated as th e A m erican policy th at the U n ited 
S tates would view w ith disfavor an y attem p t of tran satlan tic 
kin gdom s to establish dy n asties or depen den cies on th is con ­ 
tin en t.
